1 . DR. LEON JACOBS. DIRECTOR OF THE FOGARTY INTERNATIONAL 
CENTER, NIH. ACCOMPANIED BY MRS. JACOBS, WILL VISIT POLAND 
AUGUST 18 TO SEPTEMBER 2, 1978. HE WILL ATTEND THE INTER- 
NATIONAL CONGRESS OF PARASITOLOGY WHICH WILL BE MEETING IN 
WARSAW AUGUST 19-26, IN THE CAPACITY OF PRESIDENT OF THE 
AMERICAN SOCIETY OF PARASITOLOGY. 


2. DR. JACOBS HAS NOT PREVIOUSLY VISITED POLAND. HE 
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WOULD LIKE TO USE SOME OF THE LIMITED TIME HE HAS AVAILABLE 
TO BECOME ACQUAINTED WITH SOME OF THE SCIENTISTS COLLABO- 
RATING WITH NIH AND TO GET AN OVERVIEW OF THE U.S.-POLAND 
BIOMEDICAL RESEARCH COOPERATION BY MEETING WITH SELECTED 
KEY OFFICIALS AND BY VISITING A FEW REPRESENTATIVE LABORA- 
TORIES AND INSTITUTIONS IN WARSAW. CRACOW, GDANSK, AND 
POSSIBLY, BIALYSTOK. 
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3. DR. JACOBS' INTERESTS ARE PRIMARILY IN TECHNICAL AND 
SCIENTIFIC FIELDS. RATHER THAN ADMINISTRATIVE, AND EXTEND 
BEYOND PARASITOLOGY INTO MICROBIOLOGY, IMMUNOLOGY AND 
OTHER BASIC SCIENCES. HE WOULD ESPECIALLY LIKE TO VISIT 
VACCINE PRODUCTION FACILITIES AND RELATED STANDARDIZATION 
AND CONTROL LABORATORIES. HE WOULD ALSO LIKE TO VISIT 
WITH SCIENTISTS DOING RECOMBINANT DNA RESEARCH AND IN- 
FORMALLY DISCUSS CONTAINMENT POLICIES.

ASSUMED THE EMBASSY CAN ARRANGE APPOINTMENTS THROUGH THEIR 
OFFICE. AN APPOINTMENT IS ALSO REQUESTED WITH MR. JAN 
SIEKLUCKI, DIRECTOR OF INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS OFFICE AND 
CHAIRMAN, ACCORDING TO NIH RECORDS, OF THE NOMINATING 
COMMITTEE FOR NIH INTERNATIONAL POST DOCTORAL RESEARCH 
PROGRAM. AN APPOINTMENT IS ALSO REQUESTED WITH PROFESSOR
